So don't forget to bring your airchecks, audition 
tapes or production masterpieces (cassette only) if you want their informed 


critiques and helpful hints. There will be a critique area set up and a time 


available schedule/sign-up sheet posted. 

Bring your station's paraphernalia (decals, t-shirts, ect.) to give out and 
trade with other stations. You should also bring information concerning your 
station's methods of operation, successful promotion strategies or anything else 
you'd like others to know about your station. 

Finally, bring records, ect. to the KFJC Record Swap, Sunday , following the 
closing session of the convention.
